| 4 Los Angeles Lawyer Managing a 


Tex*s Suit. 

Having seen a telegram from El] Paso, 
Tex., that a suit was to be brouget against 
the present holders of about 400,000 acres 
of land in that State, commencing near 
Comprice, and running down the Texas 


bank to the hot springs, south of Marfa, a 


TIMES reporter hunted up Frederick Hall, a 
land lawyer of this city, and made some in- 
quiries about the affair. Mr. Hall stated 
that the land in question was very valuable, 
and embraced a tractequal to a dukedom. 
The grant was given by the State of Chi- 
huahua, in 1823, to Don José Lerme, a dis- 
tinguished soldier, who left the grant to his 
son, Felix Lerme. The land of this grant 
was believed by the State of Texas to be- 
long to it, and much of it has been sold to 
settlers, although the State now holds some 
of it, 

With a view of obtaining a history of the 
title of this grant, the reporter made a bee- 
line for Mr. Hall’s office, and, finding him 
si ong to ply him with questions about 


“Well, really,” said Mr. Hall, “I am not 
in the habit of making public my business, 
but as you intimate that the subject is a 
matter of interest tothe whole community 
in these days of land booms, I will comply 
with — request. What do you want to 

now?’ 


“Is it anything Jike the grants in Califor- 
a: 


“Not at all,” responded Mr, Hall; “it was 
a grant of 50 leagues, more or less, within 
fixed boundaries, and really contains over 
80 leagues. lt was made to one José Lerine, 
who petitioned tor it under the colonization 
laws of January 4, 1523, before Mexico be- 
came arepublic. At that time that part of 
Texas was within the Territory of New 
Mexico. That Territory then was a part of 
the Provincia Interna del Norte (Internal 
Province of the North), composed of Du- 
rango, Chihuahua and New Mexico. By 
the Acta Constitutiva of January 31, 1824, 
— 7, the Prevince was considered one 


“José Lerme petitioned the Ayunta- 
miento (Town Council) of the villa of Paso 
del Norte to grant,him the land, That body 
made the grant subject to the Aine of 
the Provincial Deputation of Chihuahua. 
That approval was given. A commission 
was appointed by the Ayuntamiento to 
make the survey of the land. The commis- 
_— made it and placed Lerme in posses- 


sion. 

“1n 1828 athird party petitioned the A yun- 
tamiento for a grant of three leagues within 
the fifty leagues which that body was in- 
clined to grant. Lerme laid the matter be- 
fore the vernor of Chihuahua, and the 
latter referred it tothe Legislature of that 
State. That body sustained Lerme and de- 
clared that he was entitled to it on account 
of his distingnished military services ren- 
dered the Nation. 

“By the Federal Constitution of Mexico 
formed in 1824, each State was compelled to 
remit to the Federal Government copies of 
all its laws and decrees. If a law or decree 
was passed by a State in confifct with the 
Acta Constitutiva, or with the Constitution, 
the Federal Congress had the power to an 
nul it. Congress not y's annulled the 
act of the Legislature of Chihuaha, it must 
be presumed that it acquiesced in the grant 
as confirmed by the Legislature. 

“The convention which framed the con- 
stitution of ‘Texas in 1876, attempted to cut 
off all such grants, butas a grant is a con- 
tract, the Texas Constitution impairs the 
obligation of that contract, hence it is void 
as to such —— Texas has ne away 
o pate 6 land of Lerme, but over 220,- 

acres of it is now claimed by the State 
of Texas. No such grant was ever made in 
California. Most of the nts in this 
State were made under the law of 1824 and 
regulations of 1828. A few grants were 
e by Spain in California, and most of 
them were afterwards regranted upon pe- 
titions of the owners by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment.”

HIS FATHER'S SON. 


Approaching Visit of Charies Dick- 
ens and His Headings. 

The cultured people of Los Angeles are 
to be treated toa literary feast in May in 
the shape of selected readings from the 
works of Dickens by his son, Charles Dick- 
ens. 

The name of Dickens is a household word 
wherever the English language is spoken, 
and his works will be a shining light in 
English literature so long an Evglish litera- 
ture may exist. He wasa writer to touch 
the human heart, to lay bare the strength 
and bravery of men, the weaknesses and 
passions of human nature, to bless the right 
and cauterize the wrong. while he never 
lost sight of the ludicrous side of things, 
and his wit and pathos were unsu sed. 
Dickens was not only an author, but he was 
a philanthropist and reformer, and it is 
through his writings that many of the most 
giaring abuses of English life during the 

resent century have been corrected and re- 

ormed. He was preéminently the writer 
of the middie and lower classes, and his 
power of setting forth child-life and child- 
thought was unsurpassed. 

Americans of culture have ever been lib- 
eral and /riendly to literary talent from 
England, and Charles Dickens, the reader, 
with the prestige of such a fraternity as his, 
has been received in the East with spon- 
toneous hospitality, and the press of the 

reat Atiantic cities speak of his rendition 
n none but unalluyed praise. To us it 
would seem a privilege to behold the son of 
ene of the greatest writers and humorists of 
his time, but to hear him read and illustrate 
from the undying works ‘of his father 
would be a pleasure that might never again 
be enjoyed in a lifetime.

All those who unite 
in anathematising the saloon are not 
hibitionists in the common understanding 
of the meaning of that word, ur teetotalers, 
but it is so difficult to find any good excuse 
for the existence of the saloon per se, and 
so easy to bring up reasons for its over- 
throw that the movement against it is quite 
general. On the street corner the other day 
that staunch Prohibitionist, Ben Rice, was 
heard valiantly combatting the proposition 
that the absence of saloons causes business 
depression. He didn’t have nearly so much 
difficulty in downing his opponent on this 
question as he didinan argument on an- 
other phase of the temperance question a 
tew nights earlier. 

It is reported that liquor is being sold on 
the sly here under various disguises. No 
doubt of it. All the old dodges so long in 
use in Maine, lowa and other prohibition 
States will probably be worked here to 
evade the law, but nobody seriously pro- 
poses to rescind our saloon-subduing ordi- 
nauce on that account. If a sore can’t 
altogether be healed says this community, it 


may be kept under. 


hile on the subject of churches and 
allied topics, perhaps it is worth while to 
note the fact that for a young and small 
city Pasadena has a community remark- 
ably divided up into religious sects. 
Not only are all the evangelical de- 
nominations which are usualiy found 
in large places represented here, but 
we have a Holiness church occupying its 
own building, an African society trying to 
get intoa building of its own, a very flour- 
ishing Universalist church and two sects of 
Friends, or Quakers—one using a hand- 
soine edifice, steeple and all. Amid this 
heterogeneity, itis somewhat strange that 
the Unitarians have no society. Doubtiess 
the representatives of that faith among us 
consider that their theological path runs so 
nearly parallel to that of the U niversalists 
that they can afford to ride in the same 
coach. 

Tne Democratic primaries being set for 
the 28th iust., we may expect to then get an 
inkling of the plans of the local managers 
concerning the State Convention which is 
soun to assemble in Los Angeles.

The Chemical Composition of Sot}. 
{Humboldt Mail.) 


The agriculturist can derive much 
Satisfaction and often great pecuniary 
benefit by thoroughly understanding the 
chemical composition of the soil he cul- 
tivates. It is now a weil-recognized 


fact that the chemical analysis of a soi] 


affords much useful and important in- 
formation—intormation that will be of 


use for many years. It permits the 
fertilizing question to be placed upon 
asure and réliable basis, aiid in this 
way will save the farmers much need- 
less expenditure, as it is impossible to 
fertilize intelligently without first thor- 
oughly understanding the composition 
of our soil. When we know just 
what our soil contains, we know 
whether or not it contains the 
proper soil-constituents sufti- 
cient quantities to sutisfy the de- 
mands of the crop we wish to raise. 
Plants like the potato, peas, beans, 
fruit trees, etc.,. require an abundance 
of potash, while sugarcane, turnips, 
_ beets, demand plenty of phosphoric 
acid, and rye, oats, wheat, cabbage, 
lettuce, ete., are partial to nitrogen. 
Every plant has what istermed a pre- 
dominant constituent, and this con- 
stituent must be present in the soil in 
abundance if we wish to raise a maxi- 
mum csop. If itis not contained in 
the soil in a form which can be assimi- 
lated by the plant it must be supplied 
by artificial means. When we say 
that sugarcane is partial to phosphoric 
’ pcid, orthat the peach needs much 
potash we do not mean that these 
plants need only these elements to 
promote their growth, but that they re- 
yuire these elements in a much greater 
proportion than any other, and it is es- 
sential that the plant has the other ele- 
ments necessary to its growth furnished 
In sufficient quantity. Our poorest 
soil contains all the elements necessary 
to vegetation in sufficient quantity ex- 
cept potash, me, phosphoric acid and 
nitrogen, and we should have our soil 
analyzed for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the proportion of these four im- 
portant constituents it contains, for 
‘upon this its fertility depends. 

If we find our soil is deficient in one 
or more of these important coustituents 
we can form from the analysis a very 
accurate idea as to the character and 
quantity of the fertilizer to be applied 
to produce a maximum growth of any 
given crop. The chemical analysis of 
a so'] cannot tell ‘us everything, but it 
does greatly help in estimating the ag- 
ricultural capabilities of the soil. tg

could not raise a good crop of Irish po- 
tatoes, or any crop which demands con- 
siderable potash, like peaches, etc., but 
it would probably grow a good crop of 
sugarcane or turnips, both of which re- 
quire an abundance of phosphoric -acid. 


- Help for Orchards.

“The fruit men have had two con- 
ventions year,’’ said Labor 
Commissioner Tobin—‘one the hor- 
ticyltural, the other the viticultural, 
ahd though they have discussed every 
topic imaginable, yet they never 
touched upon the all-important one of 
laisor.' Now, this question of field 
labor is the most important one that 
we have in California. In my opinion 
the Chinese population is decreasing. 
If they-are not decreasing, they cer- 
taihly are not going out into the coun- 
try to see« work in the orchards and 
the vineyards to the extent they used 
to do.. Now, granted that the Chirese 
are not going out in such numbers, 
the question arises, Who is going to 
take their place? You will remember 
the trouble the vineyardists and orch- 
ardists had last year. You will re- 
member that in certain places they had 
to close the public schools, so that the 
services of the children could be 
secured in the fields. In Petaluma 
and Healdsburg the schools were 
closed to enable children to work in 
canneries, andin San José the vaca- 
tion bad to be extended for six weeks, 
so that they might be enabled to 
gather the fruit. I understand that 
arrangements are already being made 
in Petaluma to close the schools for 
three months, to get the children to 
=e in the fruit cannery.

Now,the proprietors were eager enough 
to secure. the services of the children, 
but did they make any effort to see to 
their comfort? Not at all. It is the 
genial climate of California which 
makes these people callous to the ne- 
cessities of others, but men do not want 
to have to herd like wild beasts, and 
therefore they do mot go into the c un- 
‘try. Only this morning I spoke to Sec- 
retary Lelong and asked him what ac- 
tion the convention had taken with re- 
gard to this labor question, when he 
said: ‘Well, that is the question we all 
want solved,’ and yet these men have 
not taken the trouble to look into the 
matter to see what could be done. It 
is my intention, atan early date, too, 
to investigate tLe treatment of these 
field laborers. It is a question of vital 
importance to this county. Tons upon 
tons of fruit were wasted last year, be- 
cause of the want of he!p, and yet, with 
this danger staring them in the face, 
neither the orchardist nor the vineyard- 
ist has bethought himself of doing any- 
thing to remedy the evil. To my mind 
there is something fanciful in what the 
chief viticultural officer says in his re- 
port to correct this state of affairs. He 
Says: : 

‘Let me suggest the remedy 
and trust to the good sense of 
all practical viticulturists and _ horti- 
culturists to act in the mat- 
ter. Let those who have some spare 
capital organize in each community 
companies for the encouragement of 
villages of working people. Purchase 
suitable tracts of the most fertile land, 
located centrally with reference to the 
district to be benefited; divide the 
same into lots of one acre or less; plant 
their borders with useful trees, accord- 
ing to the place, but especially the mul- 
net? if practicable; provide the means 
of obtaining water for irrigating gar- 
den vegetables, whether by ditches, 
steam power or wells; erect cheap, 
comfortable cottages on a number of 
them at once,and keep asupply of 
»| Such tenements always ready for occu- 
pants; offer to rent these lots at a low 
rate, sufficient to pay ordinary interest 
on the investment, with the privilege 
of purchase at a fair price after one or 
two years’ occupation and approval of 
the industrious character of the ten- 
ants; grant long time, with low inter- 
est, to the purchasers, if desired by 
them; and let the agent of the com- 
pany be active in securing employment 
for the tenants.’ 

‘*‘Now, this looks all very nice in 
.| print, but I have traveled from one 
end of the State to the other, and I 
have not seen even the ghost of a 
shanty for the accommodation of their 
help. I think this picture is rather a 
far-fetched one. Here is an admis- 
sion which, to say the least of it, 
speaks horribly for Calitornia, and yet 
1 and all others who know something 
about the country have to admit that 
itis true. If, today, a dozen Italian, 
Belgian, Swiss, German, French or 
Scandinavian families should apply at 
this office for information as to where 
they might go to settle iu a vineyard or 
orchard community, 1 could not advise 
them where to go and tind such shelter 
us they require while waiting tor an 
opportunity to obtain employment. An 
ordinary country hotel, which is too 
often managed on the theory of making 
the bar-roum pay all the losses sus- 
taineu in providing~cheap boarding, 
does not offer the necessary induce- 
meuts to attract temperate, trugal 
and industrivus families. The farmer 
who erects suitable cottages for the ac- 
commodation of such peuple is the rare 
exception, ny associated effort to 
provide village accommodations has 
been inaugurated. 

‘The last few sentences are some- 
what miid, but look what their own 
chief officer says: ‘The proprietors of 
large estates have been content to herd 
their workmen as they would their 
cattle. Isolated planters have de- 
pended upon contract labor. All these 
conditions must soon change, and there 
is no time to luse in making proper ar- 
ran,ements for the reveption of a mure 
reliable class of working people.’

contrivance for holding petro- 
leum in pans was then arranged so 
that it could be placed under the vine. 
This, employed morning and geen 
proved an eifective trap, for on shuak- 
ing the vines the hoppers would dro 

in the fluid and so be destroyed. Still, 
the apparatus for this purpose was so 
elaborate and expensive as toform a 
potent —— to its use for opera- 
tions on alarge scale. For this I there- 
fore substituted a screen made out of 
green wire gauze, such as is ordinarily 
employed for window screens. This 
gauze should be stretched over a frame 
of stiff wire. formipy a screen circular 
in shape and about two and a half feet 
in diameter. A slot in one side will 
enable the screen to be placed immedi- 
ately under the vine, and the whole 
being attached toa stick in such a man- 
ner as to form a handle. We now have 
an effective trap for morning and 
evening work, for by placing the 
screen under the vine the hoppers 
will fall readily on to 1t when dis- 
turbed. Here they expire immediately, 
if, previously, the screen has been

members, and is now transferred to the 
church triumphant in heaven. The de- 
ceased, however, felt so much the infirmi- 
ties of age that he did not attend service 
regularly, and therefore had but a. limited 
acquaintance with the membership of the 
church. 

““He was deeply interested in the corner- 
stone services of the new tabernacle, and 
looked forward with delight to the c omple- 
tion of the edifice. 

“Mr. Spaiding was a man of strong intel- 
lect, keen perception, sound judgment, pos- 
sessing a good capacity for business.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


How the Schools of This City Are 
Managed 

A disgruntled citizen writes a letter to 
Tue Times in which he makes grave 
charges against the management of the 
city schools, saying that the public moneys 
were being squandered and that the chil- 
dren were receiving scant benefit. Acting 
upon a suggestion contained in the letter, a 
reporter during the past week has taken a 
glance into the schools, their management, 
etc. He found this: 

In the 19 schoo! districts of the city there 
are at present 122 teachers, with salaries 
ranging from 750 to $1000 per school 
year of 10 months. This number in- 
cludes two special teachers, one in draw- 
ing and one in writing, and one sub- 
stitute to take the place of teachers unable 
from any cause to be on duty. There are 
also the Superintendent, Mr. N. M. Fries- 
ner. and a deputy superintendent, Mrs. 
Anna S. Averill. who receive respectively 
$2400 and $1500 per year salary. The ex- 
poate for teachers alone runs up very near 

115,000 per year. 

Many of these teachers, especlaily those 
in charge of the primary grades, are in tue 
schoolroom only about four hours per day. 
One teacher with one distinct scheol will 
occupy aroomin the forenoon, and in the 
afternoon another teacher and another 
school will come in. The work falls very 
lightly on the teachers for this reason. _ 

The Superintendent, when asked as to 
this feature, said that such procedure was 
necessary on account of lack of room in 
which to place the scholars. The city has 
grown 80 rapidly that the seating capacity 
of the schovirooms is far from sufficient. 
In fact, it is hardly half what it should be. 
Atthe Arroyo-avenue school there is but 
one room, and yet there are 110 children en- 
rolled as scholars. They can’tall getin 
the room at one time, 80 the body is divided, 
and one portion takes the forenoon and the 
other the afternoon. ‘Two teachers are pro- 
vided for them. At the Castelar-street 
school there are eight teachers and only 
four rooms, 80 again they are compelled to 
double up. In ail the other schools it is 
much the same, and in order to give the 
children thorough instruction as they ad- 
vance it is necessary to give short day ses- 
sions and a teacher for each session, 

Some years ago the plan of compelling 
one teacher to teach both a forenoon and 
afternoon schoo! was tried, but it failed ut- 
terly. In the first place teachers could not 
be had forthe money. The salaries were 
raised, and plenty of teachers could be had 
for a while, but the work was too hard and 
their health gave away. It again me 
difficult to get good teachers to accept the 


was that the teaching was anything but 
thorough, each one having to handle two 
setsof scholars each day. The children 
‘were too numerous to receive proper atten- 
tion. So the plan was discarded and the 
present method employed. The sessions are 
very short, but the work of each day is 
thorough. There is a State law which says 
that all children under 8 years of age shall 
not be in the schoolroom more than four 
hours per day. The legai school age is 6 
years, so there are quite a number who 
come under this law, and they are in those 
rooms where two sessions are held each 


day. 

The Superintendent and his deputy are 
elected by the Board of Education, who fix 
the salaries, say how many teachers there 
shall be,and how many months in each year 
the schools shall,run. The regular scholastic 
year is 10 months, Many times it has fallen 
under that, because of the scarcity of 
money, ‘This year it will be nine months. 
All the salaries are paid by the year, in 
monthly installments. Allthe holidays, at 
the cost of the teachers, and the nine 
months spoken of are nine months of actual 
teaching, and the teachers are paid oniy 
for the actual time they are employed. 
They do not even get pay for the institute 
week, 

The present management of the teachers 
is the best that can be done under the cir- 


is miserable, and might be remedied. In 
the Arroyo-avenue school there is one 
room for two teachers; in Hellman-street 
school, eight rooms for twelve teachers; in 
the Griffin-avenue school, four rooms for 
five teachers; in the Macy-street, one room 
for two teachers; in the Boyle Heights, 
four rooms for six teachers; in the 
Railroad-street school, four rooms for 
five teachers; in the Amelia-street 
school, four rooms for seven teachers, 
and so on thiough the entire list. Tnere is 
not in any instance asumecient number of 
rooms to accommodate the teachers, and 
the number of teachers cannot be reduced 
and do justice to the scholars. 

This lack of room increases the yearly 
expenses in various ways, and it would not 
be bad policy if the ard of Education 
would devote some portion of the school 
fund to the establishment of more school 
rooms, The cry is raised that the school 
fund is exhausted, and that the State, 
county and city taxes all ether do not 
pay enough to support the schools the full 
scholastic year. Then, with the rapid in- 
crease in population, the time cannot 
very faraway when only about one-half of 
the children of Los Angeles can get into 
the public schools. The additional rooms 
must be had by some means.
